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New  Zealand  -  TBT  Notification  84.122.   The  New  Zealand  Department  of  Health  has 
proposed  (product  covered-food)  changes  to  the  regulations  covering  composition  and 
labelling  of  all  food  sold  in  New  Zealand,  which  will  then  be  called  Food  Regulations 
1984.   The  regulations  represent  a  consolidation  of  the  food  provisions  of  the  Food 
and  Drug  Regulations  1973  and  its  amendments.   The  standards  relating  to  meat,  fish, 
cheese,  processed  cheese,  processed  fruit  and  vegetables  and  special  purpose  foods 
have  been  amended  to  bring  them  into  line  with  changes  in  technology  and  align  them 
more  closely  with  Codex  standards.  The  objective  and  rationale  for  the  proposal  is 
consumer  protection  and  health.   Proposed  date  of  adoption  and  entry  into  force  is 
later  in  1984.   Some  labelling  provisions  will  not  come  into  force  fully  for  12 
months.   Final  date  for  comments  on  the  proposal  is  September  25,  1984.
